For where, with the Heart, Man belie- 
veth unto. Righteouſneſs, and with the 
Mouth maketh Confeſſion unto Salvation, 
Rom. 10. 10. he muſt needs firſt feel tht 
Living Word of Faith in his Heart to 
work that Faith in him which proda- 
ceth that Righteouſneſs in Man which 
attends Salvation. 

"Tis true,that I did complain of E. P.'s 
injurious way of Writing, in accuſing 
us with giving better or higher Titles to our 
own Books than to the Holy Scripture, 1n- 
ſtancing that of HZ. Smith's Book, where 
E. P. gave theſe words only for the Ti- 
tle, [A True and Everlaſting Rule} being 
but the firſt words of the Title, and 
leaving out the next following in the 
ſame Sentence, viz. [ From God diſcover- 
ed. ] This I did deem very difingenu- 
ous. Now to extenuate and excuſe _ 
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Offence, he asks me, Does thoſe Words 
[ from God diſcovered] added to The 
True and Everlaſting Rule, diminiſh the 
Heighth of the Title? p. 23- 

Anſmw. Yes, as the firſt Part was only 
(by E.P.) attributed to the Book, con- 
trary tothe Deſign of the Title and Mat- 
ter contained in the Book, to which the 
Title had plain reference, as taken to- 
gether entirely, that True and Everlaſt- 
ing Rule, from God diſcovered, being

indire& and unjuſt Premiſes, to draw his 
own perverſe and evil Conſequences a- 
gainſt the People called Quakers in gene- 
ral, to render them and their whole So- 
ciety and Profeſſion as odions and ob- 


noxious as he can. 5. Divers of his 


Authors, to whom he has given credit, 
| and 
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and whoſe odious defamations he has raked up a- 
gainft us, were perſecuting Priefts, and others of 
party with them, who were as much enemies to 
the Baptiſts as to us, and long fince anſwered and 
refuted. 6. He is ſo credulous, as he ſeems to 
take all for granted that ſuch Adverſaries have 
maliciouſly writ againſt us; but in many caſes 
takes no notice of our Anſwers to them ; and 
where he dothyhe is very ſubject to pervert,mince, 
curtailize and abuſe them as before. 

- Now Iam perſwaded the Minifters and People 
of the baptized Societies, would not be thus ſer- 


ved after ſuch injurious Methods. And to me, . 


and divers others, *tis a wonder that thoſe Mi- 
nifters and Elders of that. Society. who appear 
more diſcreet and judicious (than this injurious 
Adverſary, E. P.) do not give a fevere check to 
him, and put a ftop to his perverſe and conten- 
tious Scribling, ( tending to Strife, and to 
aggravate Diviſions , and cauſe Animoſities a- 
mong Neighbours, and to make Breaches wider 
among People) and rather ſeek Peace, Mutual 
Love and Charity among all; for I muſt tell them, 
theſe crouked Methods which E. P. takes will be 
no ſmall diſrepyte and difparagement to them that 
are of the ſame Society with him, or that own him 
as a Brother or Miniſter among them. 

And fince in concluſion of his laſt, he has gi- 
ven us a Threat, (as if he would frighten us) 
That if be be fooliſhly provoked, we may it is like have 
a quarterly Packet, to keep our Fame in remembrance, 

And truly if he will be fo fooliſh, as to be fool- 
iſhly provoked, or to make a fooliſh Provoca- 
tion the ground of his Packets or Pamphlets 
. againft us, we ſhall have little cauſe to þe af- 
| frighted or deterred by his Threat from making 

our Juſt Defenge ; and now, fince he has ſo loud- 


ly atarum'd us, he has given us occafion to watch 
him 
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' him narrowly and warily, really believing hel 


make no great earnings of ſuch his undertaking, 
nor advantage of his atchievements, but bring 
Infamy upon himſelf, and an unnecefſary Charge 
upon others, and be no ſmall Diſparagement to 
his own Society. 

I have traverſcd the Contyoverſies long fince, 
and I bleſs God, that he has made me a Wit. 
neſs for his Truth and for Chriftianity in Life 
and Power ( even from my Youth upward ) a- 
gainſt Deceit, Envy and Hypocrifie, that I have 
{een in theſe our Adyerſaries and Oppoſers 5 
what perſonal Detra&tions or Refleftions I meet 
withal, I value not, my Innocence and Chriftian 
Converſation, being well known to many and 
my inward Peace with the Lord in my own Con- 
ſcience 3 but wherein I find the Truth abuſed, 
and God's Heritage reproached, I am conftrain- 
ed in God's holy Fear and Zeal to filand up for 
Truth, and in its Vindication, againſt its Ad- 
verſaries and Gainſayers and their Contradi- 
Qions, and hope ever ſhall, ſo long as the Lord 
gives Life and Ability. 

And I humbly thank the Lord my God, who 
hath hitherto helped and ſupported me, and ma- 
ny more, in his Work and Service, and in Chri- 


ſian Love and Good-will towards all Men.

Ou. Where doth the Scriptures ſay, That the 
higheſt Attainments of the Holy Spirit do but fit 
Men for Water-Paptiſm ? as-if that were higher 
than thoſe Attainments, or the Spirit Inferior to 
the Element of Water.
